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Weymouth biologist warns Portuguese of cyanide use in fishing 


A CRUCIAL salvo in a 
war against deadly 
cyanide fishermen has 
been delivered in Portu¬ 
gal by a Weymouth- 
based marine biologist. 

Chris Brown, senior 
curator with the Sea 
Life network, visited the 
University of Aveiro 
near Porto to deliver 
funding for full-time 
testing of water samples 
for cyanide traces. 

The cash, from new 
marine conservation 
charity The Sea Life 
Trust, will help speed 
up analysis of samples 
from fish deliveries to 
Sea Life centres across 
the globe. 

The use of cyanide to 
stun fish for collection 
is widespread in South¬ 
east Asia. It not only 
kills most of the fish tar¬ 
geted but also destroys 
coral reefs. 

Chris, who works at 
the Marine Animal Wel¬ 
fare Department at 
Weymouth Sea Life 
Park, said: “Worryingly, 
it is particularly preva¬ 
lent in the collection of 
fish for the live food 
trade, especially for 
restaurants in Hong 
Kong. 

“It has also been used 
by some collectors for 
the ornamental trade 
though,” he added. 
“We want to makes sure 
no cyanide-caught fish 



find their way into Sea 
Life centres and help 
end the practice alto¬ 
gether if we can.” 

Sea Life has teamed 
up with a Portuguese 
scientist Ricardo Cal- 
ado, who has developed 
a test making it possible 
for the first time to 
check if live fish were 
exposed to cyanide. 


Chris said: “We vet 
our suppliers and check 
their sources rigorously, 
but it is impossible to 
accompany every sin¬ 
gle fishing expedition. 

“This test will enable 
us to identify any newly 
arrived fish that has 
been exposed to 
cyanide, and to alert the 
relevant suppliers. 



“The onus will then 
be on our supplier to 
track the delivery back 
to source and make 
sure the fishermen in¬ 
volved are boycotted.” 

He added that the ul¬ 
timate objective was to 
drive the guilty fisher¬ 
men out of business. 

Randomly selected 
fish from any new de¬ 
liveries to Sea Life cen¬ 
tres are transferred into 
fresh saltwater and a 
sample of that water 
taken 24 hours later. 

Chris said: “If the fish 
has been in contact 
with cyanide there will 
be traces in the water 
from any waste passed 
by the fish. 

“Currently, the sam¬ 
ples all have to be sent 
to the University for 
analysis, but we are 
close to developing a 
field-test which will 


speed up the process.” 

In the interim the 
grant from the Sea Life 
Trust will enable sam¬ 
ple testing to proceed 
much more quickly. 

Though barely a year 
old, the Sea Life Trust 
has also made grants 
this year of £50,000 to 
charity Whale & Dol¬ 
phin Conservation, and 
£10,000 to The Shark 
Trust. 

The Trust’s Head of 
Global Projects Andy 
Bool, formerly of the 
Marine Conservation 
Society, said it was an 
encouraging start and 
added: “The Trust is al¬ 
ready making a vital 
difference in the ongo¬ 
ing battle to safeguard 
our seas and the crea¬ 
tures that live in them. 

“Wiping out cyanide 
fishing would save 
habitats and thousands, 


if not millions of fish, 
but we at the Sea Life 
Trust have other ambi¬ 
tious projects lined up 
and the potential to 
make a really signifi¬ 
cant contribution to ma¬ 
rine conservation in the 
years ahead.”

Council leader to stand down

WEST Dorset District Council leader Robert 
Gould will formally resign from his post this week, 
it has been confirmed. 

Cllr Gould, who also took over the leadership of 
the county council recently, said he would be step¬ 
ping down to concentrate on his new role. 

He is set to be replaced as leader by Cllr Anthony 
Alford, representative for the Allington and 
Netherbury ward, who is expected formally to take 
up the position tomorrow (Thursday 8th). 

Cllr Gould, who spent more than a decade at the 
helm of the district council, had also been standing 
in as leader of the county authority following the 
resignation of former leader Spencer Flower, who 
is facing a court trial for failing to declare personal 
interests in planning matters. 

And the Conservative member was elected on a 
permanent basis early in December, after defend¬ 
ing the council’s handling of the accusations 
against Cllr Flower. 

In a statement, Cllr Gould said it had been a 
“great privilege” to lead the authority in delivering 
a series of “flagship” projects, but that he must 
now focus his attention on the county council lead¬ 
ership. 

“I have recently been elected leader of Dorset 
County Council. I have decided therefore that I 
must step down as West Dorset District Council 
leader so that I can give my full energy to this new 
role”, he said. 

“I have immensely enjoyed my 10-and-a-half 
years as leader and it has been a great privilege to

lead the authority through a period of unprece¬ 
dented change. 

“I am very grateful for the support that I have re¬ 
ceived from members and officers during this 
time.” 

Cllr Gould said he was proud to have ensured the 
council’s finances were well managed and that 
council tax had been kept low during his tenure. 

He also remarked on the key move to cut costs 
by working more closely with partner councils in 
Weymouth & Portland, and North Dorset. 

“Together we have achieved so much for the res¬ 
idents of west Dorset but, most importantly, we 
have ensured sound financial management and 
kept our share of the council tax low. 

“This has enabled us to avoid the large cuts to 
services other district councils have been forced to 
make, maintain support for our voluntary organi¬ 
sation and deliver large flagship projects, such as 
the new Dorchester sports centre and Lyme Regis 
coastal defence works. 

“Our move to more efficient offices has unlocked 
the potential for partnership working, first with 
Weymouth & Portland, and now North Dorset. 
This ground-breaking work has been recognised 
nationally by the award of over £2million to im¬ 
plement the three-council partnership.” 

Cllr Anthony Alford was elected by the Conser¬ 
vative group as its new leader last week and is ex¬ 
pected to be voted through as Cllr Gould’s 
successor at a meeting tomorrow. 

Cllr Gould added: “I trust that on Thursday, Cllr 
Alford will be elected as the new leader of the 
council and I am confident that he will be out¬ 
standing in this role.”

Ofsted report says Wey Valley School must make'widespread improvements' 


WEYMOUTH’S Wey Valley 
School needs to make wide¬ 
spread improvements, Ofsted 
inspectors said in a report this 
week. 

They rated the Dorchester 
Road site as needing to look 
at improving all four key 
areas of assessment including 
leadership and management, 
the behaviour and safety of 
pupils, quality of teaching 
and the achievement of 
pupils. 


Wey Valley’s “requires im¬ 
provement” was the same Of¬ 
sted rating it received 17 
months ago. 

Ofsted’s January 2015 re¬ 
port said improvements in 
standards of teaching at Wey 
Valley have not yet secured 
good progress for all students 
in all subjects including math¬ 
ematics. 

Tasks in some lessons did 
not engage students’ interest, 
said Ofsted, and the pace of

the lessons was too slow so 
that students did not focus 
sufficiently to make good 
progress, while the behaviour 
of some students prevented 
all lessons flowing smoothly 
and time was lost to “low 
level disruption”. Students 
also didn’t always show 
“good consideration” in their 
behaviour towards each other. 

Ofsted said the progress of 
disadvantaged students did 
not yet match the progress of 
other students nationally and 
that the marking of students’ 
work was “inconsistent across 
the school” while teacher¬ 
s’advice to students about im¬ 
proving their work was not 
always followed. 

Systems to check the 
progress of students were not 
thorough enough to ensure 
that there were opportunities 
to catch up where necessary 
and there was “some lack of 
clarity” about the responsibil¬ 
ity of senior leaders which re¬ 
duced effectiveness especially 
in the use of pupil premium 
funding. Governors, senior 
and middle leaders didn’t al¬ 
ways focus enough on im¬ 
proving all students’ progress. 

But there was also praise in 
the report and Ofsted said 
that, in English, students had 
improved since their last 
inspection. 

It also acknowledged that 
2014 GCSE results saw 


progress by Wey Valley stu¬ 
dents match that made by stu¬ 
dents nationally in 2013. 
They were the best ever 
achieved by Wey Valley in 
English, maths and several 
other subjects. 

There was more praise for 
the “well managed progres¬ 
sion” of Year 11 students to 
local colleges and sixth 
forms, the school’s “good” 
work to keep students safe, 
improved attendance and a re¬ 
duction in exclusions. 

The school’s curriculum of¬ 
fered a broad and balanced 
experience to students and 
Ofsted praised Wey Valley’s 
“extensive range of extra-cur¬ 
ricular activities” including 
trips to Wales, the USA and 
Nepal and opportunities to 
participate in sports, expres¬ 
sive arts and a variety of clubs. 

Areas highlighted for im¬ 
provement by Ofsted ranged 
from better matching of tasks 
to students’ abilities, engag¬ 
ing student interest to “inspire 
a thirst for knowledge”, in¬ 
creasing the pace of lessons 
so students move quickly to 
new learning and offering 
constructive feedback to stu¬ 
dents so they know how to 
improve while also checking 
that they follow advice. 

Promoting good behaviour 
and improving leadership and 
management effectiveness 
were also flagged up. 


Wey Valley's principal responds

WEY Valley principal Phil 
Thomas said they were "getting 
there" and were continuing ef¬ 
forts to improve problem areas 
identified by Ofsted. 

He added: "Although it is dis¬ 
appointing not to have 
reached our goal of being rated 
as a "good" or "outstanding" 
school, the report recognises 
that significant changes have 
been made and some of these 
changes have not yet had suffi¬ 
cient time to demonstrate secure 
improvements to the learning and 
progress of students. 

"Since the last inspection only one 
set of new results, for summer 2014, 
have been published and unfortu¬ 
nately these have not yet been vali¬ 
dated by the government, which 
makes making comparisons with 
national data difficult for us due to 
timing. 

"I am proud of the improvements 
we have been able to achieve in 
such a short time and that the GCSE 
examination results in 2014 were 
the best ever achieved by the 
school in English, maths and several 
other subjects. 

"In addition, results and progress 
for students throughout the school 
are projected to improve further for 
this year and my staff and I will con¬ 
tinue to inspire all our students to 


achieve their very best. 

"We will also act on Ofsted advice 
to review the pupil premium; the 
additional money we can access to 
help disadvantaged pupils. 

"The school has been successful in 
narrowing the gap between disad¬ 
vantaged students and other pupils 
nationally. 

"The school expects the gap to 
narrow further this year, but we will 
endeavour to pursue additional 
strategies to secure progress for all 
our students. 

"The staff and governors will be 
studying the report in detail and ad¬ 
dressing the issues identified. 

" Although we haven't achieved 
what we wanted we feel we are get¬ 
ting there when it comes to deliver¬ 
ing the education that young 
people in Weymouth need to equip 
them for life."

Diverse Abilities celebrates 60th anniversary

ONE of Dorset’s most 
deserving charities will 
be celebrating its 60th 
anniversary in 2015. 

Diverse Abilities is the 
only charity in the 
county that supports chil¬ 
dren and adults with pro¬ 
found physical and-or 
learning disabilities and 
their families. 

During 2015 the char¬ 
ity will proudly celebrate 
its 60th birthday and re¬ 
call how over six 
decades it has grown and 
now supports more than 
600 children and adults 
across the county. 

The charity was 
founded by Phyllis Ed¬ 
wards, now 97 but still 
involved with the charity 
today. Phyllis, and her 
husband John’s, daughter 
Marilyn, was born in 
1948 with cerebral palsy 
and it took two years for 
her disability to be diag¬ 
nosed. 

Phyllis was told, “put 
her away she will only 
be a cabbage,” but she 
and John discovered a 
need for support for local 
families with disabled 
children. 

Their letter published 
in a newspaper in 1955 
received a number of re¬ 
sponses and within two 
months a group was 
formed for parents intent 


on providing better op¬ 
portunities for children 
with physical and learn¬ 
ing disabilities. 

The first meeting was 
held in Phyllis’s front 
room and the charity, 
known then as the 
Bournemouth, Poole & 
District Spastics Society, 
was formed and a com¬ 
mittee appointed. 

Sixty years on the char¬ 
ity now supports more 
than 600 children and 
adults with disabilities 
across Dorset and en¬ 
ables them to reach their 
full potential through a 
range of services and is 
proud to offer a lifetime 
partnership to the people 
it supports. 

The charity continues 
to support Marilyn, Phyl¬ 
lis’ daughter, to this day. 
She lives in one of the 
charity’s supported liv¬ 
ing bungalows and visits 
its day opportunities cen¬ 
tre, Barnabas.

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Free health checks in Tesco as they join 
with health organisations to fight obesity 


TWO-THIRDS of peo¬ 
ple in the south west 
unaware of the number 
of calories needed to 
maintain a healthy 
weight. 

The news comes as a 
new charity partnership 
is launched between 
the British Heart Foun¬ 
dation, Diabetes UK 
and Tesco to raise £30 
million and help people 
lead healthier lives. 

Research commis¬ 
sioned by Diabetes 
UK, the British Heart 
Foundation and Tesco 
found that: 

• only one third 
(35%)of respondents 
from the south west 
knew the average man 
needs to consume 
2,500 calories a day to 
maintain a healthy 
weight. 

• only 37% could pin¬ 
point 2,000 calories as 
the equivalent for 
women. 

The group says that 
more than 60% of UK 
adults are currently 
overweight with nearly 
half of locals asked 
(45%) doing less than 
the minimum recom¬ 


mended amount of 150 
minutes exercise per 
week. Nearly one in ten 
admit to doing no exer¬ 
cise at all (8%). 

The British Heart 
Foundation, Diabetes 
UK and Tesco are high¬ 
lighting these findings, 
to drive awareness that 
failure to understand 
how many calories are 
consumed could lead to 
weight gain. 

They believe this lack 
of understanding is one 
of the factors fuelling 
the high obesity rate in 
the UK, which in turn 
is leading to the high 
rate of cardiovascular 
disease, Type 2 dia¬ 
betes and other chronic 
health conditions. 

Over the next three 
years, the three organi¬ 
sations are hoping to 
raise £30 million, to be 
spent on a series of ini¬ 
tiatives that will help 
people better under¬ 
stand how to lead a 
healthy lifestyle, with 
the ultimate ambition 
to make a positive 
change to the health of 
the nation. 

As one of the first ac¬ 


tivities of the partner¬ 
ship, Tesco stores 
around the country are 
offering free health 
checks for 40,000 indi¬ 
viduals this January. 

This includes a blood 
pressure check, a cho¬ 
lesterol test, a Type 2 
diabetes test and a BMI 
(weight) check and 
takes about 20 minutes. 

Barbara Young, Chief 
Executive of Diabetes 
UK, said: “It is worry¬ 
ing that most of us 
don’t understand not 
just how many calories 
we should consume, 
but also what a healthy 
calorie intake looks 
like. 

“This lack of aware¬ 
ness is one of the root 
causes of the high obe¬ 
sity levels that are, in 
turn, driving the soar¬ 
ing rate of type 2 dia¬ 
betes, as well as 
cardiovascular disease 
and other chronic con¬ 
ditions.” 

Simon Gillespie, 
Chief Executive of the 
British Heart Founda¬ 
tion said: “These fig¬ 
ures are deeply 
concerning and high¬ 


light our confusion 
about calories. 

“Eating too much of 
any food increases the 
chances of becoming 
obese, a risk factor for 
coronary heart disease, 
which is the UK’s sin¬ 
gle biggest killer. 

“We must all pay 
more attention to what 
and how much we are 
eating and drinking to 
maintain a healthy 
weight and heart. 

“Half of us aren’t 
physically activite 
enough and this makes 
the situation much, 
much worse. 

“Eating a balanced, 
healthy diet and doing 
regular physical activ¬ 
ity are really important 
in reducing risk of be¬ 
coming overweight and 
developing heart dis¬ 
ease.”

In 2012/13 predomi¬ 
nately rural local au¬ 
thorities recovered 
£147.81 in government 
formula grant per head, 
52% less than their 
urban counterparts, 
while in 2012 the aver¬ 
age rural dweller spent 
£2,000 a year more on 
their essential goods 
than their urban coun¬ 
terparts.

Having tuition from Don Rendell at 
Whirtley Hall, Sheffield, and master 
classes from Alan Wakeman and Stan 
Sultzman at Glamorgan College, Elaine 
soon became passionate about playing 
jazz. She was a member of the original 
Midland Youth Jazz Orchestra for many 
years, on lead tenor, making an album 
with Kenny Baker and the band, and ap¬ 
pearing on prime time TV with MYJO. 

Since moving to Plymouth, she met 
her first husband Lloyd (Algy) Davies at 
a jazz club. He was a superb jazz trom¬ 
bonist and Elaine played saxophone 
and flute in the Algy Davies Sextet, 
which often featured stars such as Don 
Rendell, Dick Pearce, Harry Beckett and 
Bobby Wellins.

New year, new historical dance class 


HOW are you feeling after days of enjoying good 
food, partying or watching television? Would you 
like some exercise, trying something different 
that stretches muscles and mind? Why not try 
historical dance? 

Starting on January 22nd, the classes take place 
every fourth Thursday from 7.30pm to 10.30pm. 
The Town Hall is above the Corn Exchange and 
you can park near the entrance in North Square. 
Cost is £6 (£5 concessions) which gets you 3 
hours of expert tuition, exercise for body and 
brain, and a cuppa with like-minded new friends. 

Tutor Ann Hinchliffe trains with Dolmetsch His¬ 
torical Dance Society and the Early Dance Circle, 
whose experts appeared before Christmas on 
BBC Four with Len Goodman and Dr Lucy Wors- 
ley. "I've danced ceilidh and morris for years," she 
says. "I wondered where the dances came from, 
so I began studying with Dolmetsch. Now I'm the 
historical dancing master at Barrington Court, a 
National Trust property where we dance in the 
Tudor Great Hall. I'm looking forward to running 
the class in Dorchester where there's such a 
treasury of history and music." 

Dances will cover several centuries during each 
session, from Renaissance galliards to Jacobean 
country dances and Regency cotillions. "The 
dances are musical aerobics, as in the days before 
central heating," explains Ann. "We warm up with 
gentle steps, then tackle one complex dance 
each session. Since 2015 is the 200th anniversary 
of the Battle of Waterloo, this year's focus will be 
on Regency dances." Is that what we saw in the 
Jane Austen films? "Yes, but faster. Dances in 
films have to be slowed down for actors to speak 
their lines while they move. People are often sur¬ 
prised by how energetic the originals are." 


Dorset has other historical dancers: Libby 
Goodchild'sTuesday evening class at Dorchester 
Ballet School, Yeo Historical Dancers who prac¬ 
tise at Sherborne, and until recently Ring of Eight. 
The new group, however, is not a performance 
team. So: no costume needed, but comfortable 
loose clothes and flexible footwear. You don't 
have to bring a partner, you don't need previous 
experience, you don't have to commit yourself to 
more than one session.

DORCHESTER Town produced a bat¬ 
tling display on New Year’s Day that 
saw them end a run of five straight de¬ 
feats in December that has seen the 
Magpies left hovering around the rele¬ 
gation area.
